A high official of the new 
ad m in istratio n 
said 
C a rte r’s 
econom ic stim ulation p ro g ram 
ranged from $12 billion to $16 
billion, aim ed p rim arily at the 
low er incom e groups 
The of­ 
ficial 
said 
the 
biggest 
tax 
reductions would be for persons 
m aking $8,000 or less 
F a m ilie s of fo u r m a k in g 
$6,000 a y ear would pay no 
taxes under one option 
C a rte r review ed a series of 
suggestions T hursday w ith his 
econom ic advisers. L a te r he 
told rep o rters he is considering 
a p erm an en t tax reduction and 
a one-shot tem p o rary cut to 


provide quick econom ic stim u ­ 
lation. 
“ W hatever the am ount of the 
tax cu ts, they m ust be co m ­ 
pletely 
com patible 
w ith 
the 
a d m in is tr a tio n ’s lo n g -ra n g e 
g o als,” C a rter said. 
“ I think it will tak e until next 
fall to work out a basic tax 
reform p ro g ram . But if there 
a re som e sm all elem en ts th at 
obviously a re going to be a p art 
of the overall package, one or 
two elem en ts should 
be in­ 
clu d ed .” 
T he president-elect m ad e it 
cle a r he has been in frequent 
co n tact w ith C ongress on the 
g en eral outlines of the p ack age 
to be su b m itted the first week in 
F e b ru ary 
“ T h e jo b s 
p ro g ra m 
h as 
alw ay s been my first p rio rity ,” 
said C a rte r. “We w ant to go as 
far as w e can in assu rin g th at 
the jobs a re needed, assu m ing 
that they can be well ad m in is­ 
tered an d assum ing th a t they 
can be initiated w ithout ex ces­ 
sive d elay ; and w hat w e c a n ’t 
do w ith a jobs p ro g ram , w e’ll 
m ake up the difference w ith a 


ta x .” 
C a rter said the deficit during 
the next fiscal y ear will be 
enorm ous — as m uch as $58 
billion — but 
his 
incom ing 
adm in istratio n will have only a 
m inor effect on it. He also 
forecast a balanced budget by 
the end of his four y ears in 
office. 
S o u rc e s s a id C a rte r w as 
considering a tem p o rary tax 
r e b a te ,

reduction and tax incentives for 
business as well a s an expanded 
public w orks program . They

But the 642-foot tan k er, with 
its carg o of 8.2 m illion gallons 
of industrial fuel and 38 C hinese 
crew m en, ap p aren tly h as v an ­ 
ished w ithout a trace.

N eith er tran satlan tic a ir ­ 
c raft nor satellites have been 
used to aid the se arc h , the 


C oast G uard said. 
W ith no tra c e of the sh ip ’s 
sticky carg o found in the 150,000 
sq u are m iles canvassed, the 
C oast G uard said the tanker 
could have c a rrie d its cargo to 
the ocean floor. The ocean is 
m ore than 6,000 feet deep in 
m uch of the se arc h a re a , 540 
m iles east of New E ngland. 
“T h ere’s a strong possibility 
(the oil) is trapped and w e’ll 
never see it,” Coast G u ard s­ 
m an Bill Van V alkenburg said. 
The C oast G uard said it w as 
not know n if th e ta n k e r ’s 
lifeboats had survival g e a r or 
food. “If they did have a chance 
to get to liferafts and over the 
side, it’s possible th ey ’re still 
a d r ift 
out 
t h e r e ,” 
V an 
V alkenburg said.

G A R FIE LD H EIG H TS, Ohio 
(U P I) — A D etroit truck driv er 
w h o se s e m itr a ile r s la m m e d 
into 10 autom obiles at an in­ 
te rs e c tio n a n d k ille d e ig h t 
persons w as sentenced to one 
y e a r in jail T hursday. He also 
lost his right to drive in Ohio for 
a s long as he lives. 
M u n c ip al

J u d g e 
K enneth R .S tra lk a gave John 
W H arris, 56, a suspended fine 
of $4,000 and put him on three 
y ears probation, but he gave 
the convicted m an perm ission 
to drive in M ichigan a fte r he 
serv es the sentence. 
H arris w as driving down the 
G ran g er Road hill in nearby 
V alley View last Aug. 20 when 
he w as unable to stop his rig 
T he truck crash ed into c ars 
stopped fo ra traffic light a t the 
bottom 
of 
the 
hill, 
setting 
several afire. 
T he tru ck er pleaded innocent 
to eight counts of vehicular 
hom icide th ree days a fte r the 
accident but changed his plea to 
no contest Dec. 15 in retu rn for 
a reduction of the charges to 
fo u r 
c o u n ts 
of 
v e h ic u la r 
m anslaughter. 
N am es of the victim s w ere 
not 
m entioned 
in 
the 
four 
ch arges. The judge 
said 
it 
would have been im possible to 
se le c t fo u r n a m e s w ith o u t 
triggering em otional objections 
from the fam ilies of victim s 
who would have been left off the 
list. 
S tralka assigned p artial re ­ 
sponsibility for the accident to 
the state. 
“Som e of the fault m ust be 
blam ed on the sta te for having 
im proper w arning signs on the 
hill,” he said.

The odd 
vote w as c a st for R onald 
R eagan for president by a 
W ashington state elector, who 
also voted for Dole. 
This generally was known the 
day after the Nov. 2 election 
and it was firmed up Dec. 13 
when the electors, acting under

constitutional am endm ent, 
cast their ballots in their home 
states 
The last step in the election 
sequence decreed at the found­ 
ing of the nation was acted out 
in the House cham ber Thur­

Disability Exclusion 
Benefit Is Eliminated 


By Ray De Crane 
(Third of a Series) 
For many years now anyone 
who was unable to work — even 
, tem porarily — because of a 
sickness or injury, and who 
receiv ed w ages 
or sa lary 
during their period of enforced 
absence was entitled to exclude 
from his taxable income as 
much as $100 a week. 
It was called the sick pay 
exclusion. In extrem e cases, 
when someone was out of work 
for a full year, it was passible to 
exclude from taxable income as 
much as $5,200. 
All that is gone now. It was 
done away with by the Tax 
Reform Act. 
Although the tax bill was not 
passed until Septem ber, this 
feature was killed as of Jan 1, 
1976. For unknown thousands, 
this means that a 
valuable 
deduction they thought they 
accum ulated early last year 
before the tax law was passed 
has suddenly been last. 
Compounding their loss is the 
fact that because of the rules in 
effect early last year, 
em ­ 
ployers made no withholding 
tax deduction on that sick pay, 
because it was not then taxable

Now that the benefit has been 
lost and the money that was 
once free of tax is taxable, a 
higher tax fnust be paid. And, 
unfortunately there are not the 
withholding credits to pay for 
it. 
In those exceptional cases 
where a $5,200 deduction dis­ 
appeared overnight, more than 
$1.000 in additional tax may be 
required when they file their 
return. 
The new exclusion has been 
labeled the Disability Income 
Exclusion. 
Actually, it is even worse 
than the nam e implies. It is 
only for those under 65 who 
were forced into early retire­ 
ments because of a perm anent 
and total disability. 
It must be so severe as to pre­ 
vent you from engaging in any 
su b sta n tia l gainful activ ity . 
F u rth e rm o re , the d isab ility 
must be the result of a physical 
or mental condition so serious 


as to result in death or to last 
for a period of not less than a 
year. 
Proof must be subm itted with 
the return showing that you 
meet the stringent 
require­ 
ments. 
M arried taxpayers can claim 
the disability exclusion only 
with the filing of a joint return. 
If the adjusted gross income on 
the joint is more than $15,000, 
the exclusion is reduced on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis on the 
amount above $15,000 
This means that if adjusted 
gross income, including 
the 
disability income, is as much as 
$20,200, there is no exclusion 
allowable. 
If all conditions are met, as 
much as $100a week, or $5,200 a 
year can be claim ed until the 
disabled person 
reaches 
65 
Then it is treated under the 
rules for pension income.

America's first 200years were in all respects a 
modern miracle. From a 
group of under­ 
populated colonies, huddled along the Atlantic 
seaboard, a minor element in the world as it was 
then. Americans conquered a vast wilderness 
enormously blessed with the bounties of nature. 
Thev, and 
the succeeding generations 
welcomed to these shores from the Old World, 
populated the new lands, wrested untold wealth 
from the soil and became the richest of nations. 
American discoveries and inventions in every 
field became the envy and the benefactors of 
people everywhere. 
Grudgingly, step by halting step, this nation 
perforce gave up its old philosophy of “ no en­ 
tangling alliances" and entered upon an un­ 
wanted role of leadership in a largely ungrateful 
world. 
We would be naive to presume that “ w e" did 
all this. It behooves us to remember, in 
chastened mood, that it was those who came 
before who brought us to this pinnacle of national 
prestige. 
Equally chastening should be the thought that 
the burden of maintaining our country’s place in 
the world bears squarely upon us. 
What Americans achieved in the first 200 years 
came from enormous toil and dedication The 
future may well demand even more 
No longer are we safely snug behind our ocean 
barricades. Our material wealth is vulnerable as 
never before. We know now that our national re­ 
sources are not boundless, and that we are woe­ 
fully lacking in certain essential elements. 
We know now that other nations, recently 
emerged, have resources which, if withheld from 
us, could alter drastically our accustomed ways 
of life, perhaps even imperil our national 
existence 


We know now from bitter experience that, in 
spite of our power and prestige and unselfish 
good offices, we cannot police the world We 
have learned that it isn’t axiomatic that we win 
every war. 
And we have seen the rise of other nations 
w hose potential for power is as great as our own. 
Can we meet the challenges? Can we keep 
pace w ith this swiftly changing world’’ Can we 
learn to accept the fact that the answers to the 
problems we face aren't to be found in the back 
of the book and that we must solve them our­ 
selves. the hard way? 
These are sobering thoughts at the start of the 
new year and a new century in our history But 
we must face them, willy-nilly. 
Great nations rise by the total efforts of their 
people. They fall through sloth and greed and 
lack of dedication to principle. 
When the history of the next hundred years is 
written, what will be said of us?

Tens of thousands of bags of 
finished flour are sprouting 
leaves on the docks.

The government pays tower 
men to turn the runway lights 
on and off. but no planes arrive 
or take off. 


The royal vaults are choked 
with dollars, pesos, yen. lire, 
pounds and Deutsche Marks 
Worldw ise inflation reduces the 
value of all of them.

U N IT ED NATIONS - Strong 
foreign Socialist and Commu­ 
nist labor leaders, many of 
whom 
personally 
control 
powerful nations, are whipping 
up a global whirlwind of selec­ 
tive indignation against the Re­ 
public of South Africa. 
This unprecedented cam ­ 
paign crackles at this very 
critical moment when African 
racial conflicts finally have an 
outside chance of settlement 
without the bloodletting of 
razor-edged pangas, machetes 
and international proletarian 
Cuban-wielded. 
Soviet-Skoda- 
made machine guns. 
This new drive is no mere 
outpouring of mimeographed 
anti-apartheid rhetoric. This is 
the real thing — the grounding 
of South African commercial 
aircraft, the ban on turning 
around Pretoria’s ocean-span­ 
ning freighters and tankers in 
world harbors, the refusal to 
move cargo on land, sea or in 
the air to or from southern 
Africa and the call for world- 
• wide strikes against the Re­ 
public of South Africa 
The summons 
for a 
full 
hemisphere by hemisphere 
boycott of the Afrikaan govern­ 
ment, its industry, mining and 
transcontinental 
commerce, 
was launched a few weeks ago 
by the high command of the 
Brussels-based 
International 
Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions (IC FT U ). This powerful 
supra-labor government is 
about as known in the U.S. as is 
orchid-growing in Alaska. 
But this IC FT U can be pow­ 
erful 
It has networks within 
networks of labor organiza­ 
tions, the leaders of which are 
prime ministers, chancellors or 
chiefs of runner-up opposition 
parties. 
It’s this network which now 
has called a week-long “ full 
action” and consumer boycott 
of the Republic of South Africa 
beginning Jan. 17. 
Though ostensibly opposed to 
the Soviets’ own secret-police 
controlled 
global 
labor 
net­ 
work, known as the World 
Federation of Trade Unions 
(W F T U ) 
headquartered 
in 
Prague, the Socialist and labor 
chiefs appear to have parlayed 
concerted action with the Com­ 
munists 
F IR S T TH E IC FTU met late 
in November in Brussels and 
called for the crippling action 
This socialist high command 
was aware that the Stalinist- 
controlled W FTU was set to 
meet two weeks later in New 
Delhi. Of 
course, 
with 
the 
Socialists on record, it was a 
simple matter for the Commu­ 
nist bloc to fall into line Thus, 
fhe global boycott, which will 
whip up anger and rip up the 
peaceful interracial Geneva 
conference, is ostensibly not 
Communist-tainted. 
So, the global central labor 
organization 
in 
Brussels 
(speaking for such unions as 
the German DGB, the British 
TUC, etc.) is coordinated in this 
week of action against the Re­ 
public of South Africa with the 


Soviets and their client army, 
the Cuban expeditionary force, 
now 
killing 
villagers 
in 
southern Africa. 
This is harsh, but true. 
Bloodily so. 
But one powerful labor force 
will be missing The AFL-CIO, 
led by George Meany, rejected 
an invitation to join with the 
ICFTU, which it bolted in 1969. 
Most 
Am erican 
labor 
repudiates selective 
indigna­ 
tion. 
It wants action against the 
Soviet Union, which has now 
acknowledged by its release on 
Dec. 19 of the world famous dis­ 
senter, 
biologist 
Vladim ir 
Bukovsky, that it runs slave 
labor camps and 
imprisons 
freedom fighters in insane 
asylums. 
When the former German la­ 
bor chief, Otto Kersten, now 
IC F T U 
general 
secretary, 
cabled Meany an urgent ap­ 
peal to join in the worldwide 
boycott, the American labor 
leader replied last wfeek: 


“ Reference, your cable con­ 
cerning Human Rights Day and 
a week of trade union activity 
against South Africa, please be 
advised that the AFL-CIO will 
continue its public and long­ 
standing opposition to the 
apartheid policy of the govern­ 
ments of Rhodesia and South 
Africa 
“ However, the AFL-CIO will 
not join in any momentary 
activity which indicates the 
misconception of, or blindness 
to, 
the double 
standard of 
selecting certain repressive 
regimes for attack and others 
for currying favor. 


“ TH E AFL-CIO will support 
measures which apply sanc­ 
tions 
against 
regressive 
regimes when those actions are 
Berry’s World 


and worries we face. And by the 
same concern over loss of life 
and property 
We have, therefore assumed 
that if this 
country 
has a 
nuclear force large enough to 
withstand a Soviet first strike 
and 
retaliate, 
destroying 
a 
significant percentage of the 
Soviet population and Soviet 
industry, the Kremlin will back 
away from war. 
Our planners as a result are 
greatly influenced by reports 
the 
mass-evaeuation 
civil 
defense programs of the Soviet 
Union are largely paper plans, 
unlikely to be workable in an 
emergency. 
I submit that this is false 
logic. Vietnamese Communist 
leader Ho Chi Minh demon­ 
strated in the war against the 
French, in the political and 
economic programs he fostered 
and in the fighting against the

selves that he would risk any 
loss of life and of property if 
necessarv to achieve his aims. 


H ISTO RY T EA C H ES us also 
that'the Soviet Union does not 
regard the lives of ordinary 
citizens as democracies do. To 
achieve economic objectives, 
they have allowed millions to 
starve. To achieve political 
goals, they have eliminated or 
imprisoned virtuallv for life 


untold 
numbers 
of 
their 
citizenry. 
What our planners ignore in 
their comforting reports on the 
ineffectiveness of Soviet mass 
evacuation programs, is that 
these 
same 
plans 
call 
for 
thorough 
protection 
for 
selected officials, essential 
production workers and for key 
military defense personnel. 
The data suggests, in fact,1 
that the Soviet Union could 
survive a nuclear war with 
sizable powers of recuperation 
though 
with 
a 
decimated 
population. 
This is not to suggest Leonid 
Brezhnev and his associates 
are planning a nuclear war. 
They have, to date, shown great 
caution. It is more likely they 
will use their new strength as 
an umbrella to give them more 
leeway in Africa, the Middle 
East. Asia and Latin America 
believing that we will not 
stand firm if the odds are 
clearly against our own sur- 
vival in a showdown. 
But in a totalitarian system it 
is impossible to foresee who 
will rule next year, or 10 years 
down the pike 
In sum, we don’t know what 
the eventual Russian goal is ., 
But we do know that at present 
they’re building more than they 
require for purely defensive 
purposes.

“Today’s fashion gives us the 
freedom to put together a 
look,” she explains. “Then we 
can pull that outfit apart and 
use some of it with other gar­ 
ments and-or accessories for 
another look.” 
Mrs. Haynes explains that 
even though there are no strict 
rules, there are some guide­ 
lines that may help you to as­ 
semble outfits. Here are some 
suggestions: 
Consider em phasis first. 
Every outfit should have a 
center of interest. One part of 
the costume should be domi­ 
nant—catch the eye first. Then 
other items should be subordi­ 
nate to it. This dominant part 
may be either a garment or an 
accessory. If the garment has 
interesting detail, is of a fabric 
with noticeable pattern or 
bright color, or has an attrac­ 
tive trim , the accessories 
should be less striking in order 
to avoid competition. However, 
in today’s fashion, pattern is 
successfully combined with 
pattern. Just be sure one is 
more subdued than the other — 
smaller in size of pattern or not 
as bright in» color. Many 
unusual or outstanding a c ­ 
cessories worn at one time are 
distracting. So are decorative 
pins on print dresses. People do 
not know where to look first. 
REMEMBER TO wear not 
more than one outstanding item 
at a time. Strive for a simple 
effect — suave simplicity, not 
stark simplicity. If in doubt 
about wearing an extra acces­ 
sory, you probably would be 
wiser not to wear it. Have 
confidence that the ones you 
are wearing are “right.” It is 
sm arter to appear under­ 
dressed ra th er than over­ 
dressed 
Color is often uppermost in a 
person’s mind when choosing 
accessories. Some women and 
girls make an effort to get all 
the accessories in the same 
color. This will create a spotty 
effect, particularly if the ac­ 
cessories contrast 
with 
the 
garment. It is more interesting 
if only one or two accessories 
are in the contrasting color. It 
could be hat and neck scarf or 
beads and earrings. Either of 
the last two suggestions would 
concentrate the attention at the 
face, thus giving the point of 
emphasis in your costume. 
AVOID WEARING shoes and 
hat in the same contrasting 
color. Even though only two ac­ 
cessories, they are too far apart 


and a center of interest is not 
established. Of course, the 
shoes and hat may be of the 
same color if they match the 
dress. 
If the shoes and hat are of a 
harmonizing neutral color and 
gloves or purse are of the same 
color, then the eye can easily 
travel from one to the other in a 
rhythmical manner rather than 
having to jump from top to 
bottom. 
Just one accessory such as a 
hat which contrasts with the 
rest of the outfit can be very ef­ 
fective. This is possibly a little 
more unusual and dramatic 
than having two accessories in 
the contrasting color. A color­ 
ful, decorativebag might be the 
only contrasting item in a plain 
outfit of beige. Beads or a scarf 
also could be used. 
Wearing one color also is cor­ 
rect. All accessories the same 
color as the dress can be quite 
dramatic. This can be attrac­ 
tive, particularly if a becoming 
color is chosen and the textures 
are varied and 
interesting. 
Then you — your face and hair 
— will’ be the*point of emphasis. 
On the other hand, wearing all 
items in one color, can be drab 
and 
monotonous. 
Avoid 
choosing a conservative color 
for a one-color costume unless 
you have vivid coloring or a 
dynamic personality.

City Spends Less 
For Snow Control 


Despite 
abnorm ally 
bad 
weather this winter, the city 
has spent less for snow and ice 
control this year than last, 
according to a report from 
Service Director Phil Dwyer. 
Dwyer reports the salt and 
material usage has been much 
higher this year but is costing 
less per ton. Last year the city 
used 792 tons of salt during the 
entire winter at a cost of $14 per 
ton. This winter salt is costing 
$12.35 per ton and some 700 tons 
have been used. 
Total snow and ice control 
material already has cost the 
city $8,645, while for the entire 
winter last year the cost was 
$11,088 
Dwyer stresses that 
salt cost less in the fall of 1976 
and an additional 500 tons have 
been ordered at those rates 
instead of the higher 1977 rates.

that

purchase of the 500 tons saved 
the city $1,275.

Top Soviet 
Conductor 
Emigrates

Soviet Union has lost one of its 
foremost 
conductors, 
Rudolf 
Barshai, who emigrated to the 
West Thursday, taking with 
him several large wooden 
trunks filled with tape recor 
dings, books and records. 
The silver-haired, 52-year-old 
musician flew to Vienna five 
months after applying for 
permission to leave. 
A Jew , he carried travel 
documents saying he was going 
to Israel. But before departing, 
he told friends he had not 
decided where to settle per­ 
manently. 
The 
possibilities 
he 
men­ 
tioned were Paris, London or 
New York — where his 20-vear- 
old son is a student. 
Barshai. twice divorced, has 
only one close relative — his 
elderly father — in the Soviet 
Union Both of his former wives 
live abroad 
Trained as a violinist, Bar­ 
shai 
performed 
numerous 
chamber works with such well- 
known Soviet 
musicians 
as 
cellist Mstislav Rostropovich, 
pianist Sviatoslav Richter and 
the late violinist David Ois- 
trakh. 
In 
1955, he founded the 
Moscow Chamber Orchestra 
and remained its conductor for 
more than 20years. During that 
time he traveled widely outside 
the Soviet Union with the group. 
But at the time he applied in 
August for emigration papers, 
he had not been permitted to go 
abroad with his orchestra for 
more than a year.

think they don’t mind 
having us out here all night," 
said Prusha. adding that a man 
in the store gave them a ham 
for Christmas. 
"They 
were 
having break-ins, 
but 
there 
hasn’t been one since we came 
here ” 
The couple has not showered, 
bathed or laundered their 
clothes since being evicted 
T hey’ve been 
using toilet 
facilities at a 
fast-food re­ 
staurant. 
“ We wash up there a little,” 
according to Mrs. Prusha, who 
says the night cold is their 
biggest problem. 


"W e run the motor of the car 
and turn the heater on as often 
as possible," adds the woman, 
who estimates they spend about 
$l00-a-month for gas just to 
keep the heater going 
They never drive the car. 
Prusha takes a bus to a new 
found job, where he earns $17 
daily. 
“ If we scrimp, I figure we 
can save $3.50-a-day," he said 
“ We have about $30 saved now. 
“ In a few more weeks we 
may have enough to get a rent 
I ’m thinking of spending $10 
just to get into a motel for a day 
and

Prusha, who calls his wife “ a 
wonderful wom an’’ because 
“ she never complains."

Appellate Court Rules 
Against Peoples Drugs 


Southwest 
Area Court 


LISBON — The Seventh Dis­ 
trict Court of Appeals 
has 
'*• upheld a decision overruling a 
'motion for a new trial filed by 
Peoples Service Drug Stores, 
' Inc., of Salem after John J. 
Cain of Canfield, 58, a former 
employee of the Salem store, 
Was awarded a judgment of 
$47,200 by a civil jury in Com­ 
mon Pleas Court. 
Cain had been an employee of 
'the chain from August, 1959, 
until April 24, 1973, when he 
contended he was improperly 
discharged without cause in 
violation of a section of state 
law. 
The unanimous opinion writ­ 
ten by Presiding Judge John J. 
Lynch declared, “We hold the 
failure 
of 
the 
defendant 
, (People’s) to raise the defense 
,or objection in the trial court 
that Section 4101.17 does not 
provide for a civil action for 
dam ages by an 
em ployee 
against an employer for viola- 
. tion of the statute provisions 
putting the plaintiff to the time 
and expense of a jury trial con­ 
stituted a w aiver of such 
defense.” 
The appellate court also held 
that the trial court had jurisdic­ 
tion to hear and determine 
Cain’s complaint. 
It said Peoples did not 
present 
any 
objection 
or 
defense in the trial court to 
, Cain’s use of the section as 
grounds for a cause of action. 
Atty. Alfred L. Fitch was 
counsel for Cain while Atty. 
Scott McCorkhill represented 
Peoples’. 
In another complicated civil 
ruling, the appellate court 
overruled the assignment of 
error and affirmed the judg­ 
ment of the trial court in which 
Martin V. Matteson Jr. had 
appealed in a case involving 
Thomas Burton Welsh Sr. and 
others were plaintiff-appellees, 
and the McCullough Transfer 
Co was the defendant-appellee. 


Judge Lynch wrote, “The 
question before us is limited to 
whether the trial court had 
committed error in its Sept 14 
judgm ent entry overruling 
Matteson’s motion to vacate the 
May 24 judgment entry. Under 
the circumstances of this case, 
we overruled the appellant’s 
assignment of error.” 
The opinion declared that the 
appellant did not file a notice of 
appeal to the May 24 judgment 
entry. By Sept. 14 when the trial 
court overruled M atteson’s 
motion to vacate the May 24 
entry, the appellate court said 
the right to appeal on the mer­ 
its had expired and, likewise, so 
did his need for findings of facts 
and conclusions of law. 
“The purpose of separate 
conclusions of law and fact is to 
enable a reviewing court to de­ 
term ine 
the 
existen ce 
of 
assigned error in a trial court’s 
judgment.” 
The opinion declared, “We 
hold the findings of fact and 
conclusions of law may be filed 
by the trial court separate from 
the judgment entry.” 
It said it is more appropriate 
to have the requested findings 
com pleted before the final 
judgment entry is filed 
“In this case, the trial court 
was presented a judgment 
entry approved by the attorney 
for the party requesting the 
findings. We hold that such 
approval by Matteson’s attor­ 
ney waived whatever rights he 
might have had to the trial 
court’s compliance with his 
request ... We find no error on 
the part of the trial court in 
signing 
and 
filing 
such 
judgment entry .” 
Atty. James R. Wright of Co­ 
lumbiana represented M at­ 
teson while 
Atty. 
John 
E. 
Bauknecht of East Palestine 
appeared for the plaintiffs and 
Atty. Robert A. Lenga of 
Youngstown was counsel for 
McCullough Transfer.

LAMB - I have 
never been able to take 
aspirin 
Is there any other 
medicine as good to take the 
place of aspirin? 
D EA R R E A D E R - A 
medicine should be chosen for 
a particular purpose. Aspirin 
is useful in both relieving pain 
and in decreasing inflamma- 
tioh. 
I do not know why you can’t 
take aspirin, but accepting 
your statement I would 
suggest that you avoid any of 
the available medicines you 
can buy without a prescription 
that aiso contain aspirin To 
give you a list of these I am 
sending you The Health Letter 
number 8-8, Aspirin and 
Related Medicines. Others 
who want information about 
these medicines can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it. 
Just send your request to me 
in care of this newspaper, 
P.O. Box 326, San Antonio, TX 
78209 
You can use Tylenol as it 
does not contain any 
salicylates found in aspirin. It 
will be useful in relieving mild 
pain. It will not relieve in­ 
flammation. Medicines to 
relieve inflammation should 
be prescribed by a physician. 
The amount of aspirin it takes 
for this effect is too much to 
take on your own. A physician 
may wish to prescribe Motrin. 
It also is useful in relieving 
pain, but it is no more effec­ 
tive than aspirin treatment in 
equivalent amounts. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
a 16-year-old girl and have an 
intimate sexual relationship 
with 
my 
17-year-old 
boyfriend. 
I am concerned as to 
whether I can become preg­ 
nant if my virginity is not 
taken We use the withdrawal 
technique. Is there any 
possibility that I can conceive 
if the hymen is not ruptured? 
My boyfriend is confident 


that no sperm can inundate 
the ovary if the hymen is still 
intact. Personally I tend to 
believe this too, but I am hav­ 
ing apprehensions. I hope you 
can allay my fears. 
I don’t want to face the em­ 
barrassment and heartbreak 
that an unwanted pregnancy 
would bring on my family and 
myself. 
DEAR READER - First of 
all, the withdrawal technique 
is one of the least reliable 
forms of birth control, and it 
is the most commonly used 
method in active youngsters 
— including those who should 
know better. 
It only takes one sperm cell 
united with an ovum to induce 
a pregnancy. A small amount 
of sperm at the vaginal open­ 
ing can result in pregnancy 
No, the hymen does not 
have to be broken for pregnan­ 
cy to occur. This membrane­ 
like structure already has a 
hole in it or is torn at the time 
a girl begins menstruating. 
There is no other way for nor­ 
mal menstrual discharge to 
occur. The opening that per­ 
mits passage of blood also will 
permit passage of sperm 
cells. 
You might ask yourself why 
you and your family would be 
embarrassed or have hear­ 
tache if you were to become a 
mother. I suspect you will say 
that it is because your parents 
would not approve of your life 
style 
I can’t make your 
decisions for you, but you 
should resolve your feelings 
about this before you run the 
risk of pregnancy. Your own 
responses, your parents' 
responses, your partner's 
responses, and what happens 
to an unwanted baby are all 
things every girl should 
carefully consider in deciding 
what life style she will choose 
It is better to confront these 
basic facts while one still has 
a choice rather than after it is 
too late.
